The larger portion of the force Is 


engaged at present upon the old res- 
ervoirs^ 
They -were previously eight 


feet deep, but will be reconstructed so 
as to carry sixteen feet of water. The 
earth excavated is added to the height 
and breadth of the walls. Where com- 
pleted the latter are wide enough for 
three teams to pass. 


The excavation is now in a kind of 


hard pan that after the water is let in 
will have a hard, firm bottom and 
sides. 
There is little or no gravel to 


be found and the company is hauling 
In stone to be used in riprapplng- the 
inner walls of the reservoirs. 


The two reconstructed reservoirs 


will each be sixteen feet deep. 
One 


will be^.seven acres In extent and the 
other three. 
Combined they will hold 


fifty million gallons, or ten day's sup- 
ply for the city. 


A remarkable fact is th'at the por- 


tions of the bottom of the old reser- 
voir that have not been disturbed by 
the plows and scrapers show little or 
no 
vegetable '•growth. 
The , small 


amount of dried grass in evidence cer- 
tainly does not militate against the 
purity of the water supply, for the 
outlet from the reservoir is midway 
between the top and bottom and any 
sediment that might collect 
in the 


grass would be held there until ' the 
water Is draw off and the s reservoir 
cleaned, which takes place at frequent 
intervals.

It will be situated upon a thirty-acre'. 
plat of ground 
recently purchased 


from N. J. Evans. The auxiliary res- 
ervoir will be forty feet above the 
level of the present reservoirs and will 
enable the company to furnish water 
at heavy pressure in every part of the 
city. 


This reservoir will stimulate build- 


ing in that section of Reno situated 


j south of the river and west of South 
Virginia street. The pressure will be 
sufficient to throw water over the old 
Seminary on Ralston Heigrhts.the most 
elevated portion of the city and -will 
fill the tank above the level of Senator 
Newlands' residence on the 
heights 


south of the Truekee. 


As soon as this system of reservoirs 


is completed the company will be able 
to furnish water 
for 
a 
city eight 


times the population of that of Reno, [ 
for then th« full capacity of the ditch 
can be utilized. It is able to bring In 
^ve thousand inches of water. 
The 


ditch is now being enlarged and curves 
taken out. 
A crew of men are 
at 


work fencing in the ditch with a sheep 
fence on each side, wnich will prevent 
animals from approaching and pollut- 
ing it. 


A fence is likewise to be constructed 


around the reservoirs. 
The fence on 


the inner bank of the reservoirs will 
be six feet high and will be construct- 
ed of stout two-inch mesh wire. The 
gates will be kept lacked.

on the outer bank of the reservoirs 
will be for the purpose of preventing 
cattle and other stock from tramping 
down the banks.

iscent of his trip to Folsom as he sat 
In his office last evening awaiting the 
pleasure of the city council which was 
in session In the adjoining room.

They can talk without saying a word 
and their language is understood only 
by the wearers of the stripes. 


"I watched this closely on the train 


and 
noticed 
almost 
imperceptable 


signs pass between "Wood and Murphy. 
"When we got to the prison the recap- 
tured prisoners were given a silent but 
hearty reception by their pals. 
One 


prisoner would draw out his handker- 
chief and pass it from hand to hand. 
Another would rub his eyes alternate- 
ly. 
A third would lift his right shoul- 


der three times and thus all along the 
line. Not a word, was spoken, but we 
could see from the countenances of our 
prisoners that they fully understood.

Happened to Incur the Dis- 


pleasure 
of 
Plumas County 


Officials 


The facts of the late affair which 


resulted In the arrest of Mr. O'Dette 
at Quincy, Plumas county, Gal., for 
taking a pauper to that place from 
Reno, are as follows. In Quincy, 1901, 
t'he pauper in the case was admitted 
to the county hospital at Quincy as a 
paralytic. 
He remained ther^ until 


May, 
1903, when the supervisors of 


Plumas county . sent him to Sacra- 
mento . The .authorities 
at Sacra- 


mento sent him to Reno. The Washoe 
county commissioners sent him back 
to Sacramento. 
The Sacramento su- 


pervisors again shipped him back to 
Reno with a. letter 
to the Washoe 


commissioners, stating that Sacramen- 
to was bothered a good deal with that 
class of people, but did not believe 
that said pauper belonged to Washoe 
county, but were confident that he 
was a resident 
of 
Quin'cy, Plumas 


county, California, and was legitimate- 
ly a charge upon that county, where- 
upon the Washoe authorities started 
him for Quincy. He reached Beckwith 
when he met the proprietor of the 
stage line to Quincy, who was one of 
the supervisors of Plumas county, and 
who refused to take them on his stage 
and sent him back to Reno, where in 
the interest of humanity, he was ad- 
mitted to the Washoe county hospi- 
tal, where he was caVed for until he 
was sent in the care of the hospital 
steward to Quincy. 


Onstheir arrival he was taken charge 


of by the Plumas county authorities, 
and on the 
following morning Mr.
